English Writer Says They Are 
Prey of Capital and 
Labor, 


LONDON, May 11.—‘‘Pity the poor mid- 
dle class,’’ Says George Bérnard Shaw. the 
playwright, who thinks he can do better 
work than Shakespeare did or the Socialist 
who writes. the most convincing essays ever 
published against capitalism. Says Shaw: 

“Only the middle classes in this country 
have homes. They have nothing, for they 
do not even know their next-door neighbors. 
They are unsocial and unorganized. Con- 
sequently they are the only class without 
political representation. 

“This condition is, therefore, pitiable. The 
working classes, represented in Parliament 
and local boards, have been able to obtain 
concessions from the property owning 
and these concessions have been 
entirely at the expense of the 
represented middle-claagses. 

‘Therefore, the only hope for the middle- 
is to organize for their pro-

Owensboro’s Mayor Declares 
State Law Enforcement 
Reflects Discredit. 


OWENSBORO, Ky., May 11.—Mayor 
W. M. O'Bryan respectfully declines to 
accept the invitation to attend a meet- 
ing of “Friends of Law and Order 
Throughout Kentucky,” which will be 
held in Louisville May 13 and 14. The 
Mayor declares that a “Law and Or- 
der” league is not needed in the State 


of Kentucky. His letter declining the 
invitation te attend the meeting is ad- 
dressed to C. E. Woods, Mayor of 
Richmond, and says in part: 

“A law and order movement can have 
no reason for existence in any com- 
munity unless that community is lack- 
ing in the two primal elements of civ- 
ilization mentioned tn the title of the 
organizations formed and supported by 
such movements. Is there no law in 
Kentucky? Or is the law so subverted 
that a condition bordering on anarchy 
which alone could justify such an or- 
ganization, prevails? Are the officials 
of the State, of the counties and of the 
cities who are sworn to execute the 
laws so weak or corrupt or inefficient 
that an organization unknown to the 
law will step in and take the enforce- 
ment of civic duties into his own hands? 
I deny it all. 

“J note by your communication that 
there is a law and order league in the 
fair city of which you have the honor 
to be Mayor. Is it necessary? If it is 
necessary, where lies the fault? If it is 
not necessary, is not its existence a 
corporal calumny upon your city and 
yourself as Its chief magistrate?

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HAPPENINGS OF THE WEEK 


With the trial of Haywood in progress during 
the week at Boise City, Idaho, President Roose- 
velt’s latest letter on Moyer and Haywood as un- 
desirable citizens, relieved the situation from the 
‘standpoint of the Central Federated Union of New 
York, which had sent a delegation to the White 
House to call on him. He had ready for them a 
letter “written over a year ago” to the Attorney- 
General, instructing him to take care that the 
‘laws of the United States were not violated to the 
prejudice of Moyer and Haywood, or anyone else. 
It is noted at once that by a remarkable coinci- 
dence, a letter written “months vefore’” was on 
file and waiting for Harriman when the White 
House rangefinders located him in reach as “an 
undesirable citizen.’”’ The art of writing advance 
letters and keeping carbon copies on file for use in 
an expected emergency is an entitrely new devel- 
opment since the time of Van Buren. Then every 
New York neophyte in statesmanship was  in- 
structed that the first principle of ability in public 
life was ability not to write letters at all. 


As defined from Paris, a new treaty between 
France and Japan, about to be concluded at Tokio, 
binds Japan to support French operations in Siam 
and Indo-China in return for French “recogni- 
tion” of Japan as lawful guardian of Korea and 
Formosa. This is supposed to be in the interest 
of peace in the Pacific, regardless of what the 
Koreans or Siamese think of it. In a similar con- 
nection; Andrew~Carnegie, as international peace 
superintendent, developed his new plan of em- 
ploying his own peace envoys (irreverently called 
“drummers’’) to travel from country to country 
and plead with the party in power to be peaceable. 
It developed later that Senor Mendoza, the first 
peace envoy, employed at a large salary for this 
purpose, will be slow to venture into certain South 
American countries, where the party in power 
thinks he was‘not sufficiently peaceable in the 
past. Mexico and Guatemala spent most of the 
week in exchanging ultimatums, without waiting 
for the arrival of the Carnegie envoys. 

The American lecture tour of Rev. John Wat- 
son, probably the best-loved of British subjects, 
ended on May 6 with his death from tonsilitis at 
Burlington, Jo. As Ian Maclaren, author of ‘Be- 
side the Bonnie Brier Bush,” he was as well 
known in the United States as in his native Scot- 
land, which, in that book and in others following 
it, he showed at its simple best, to the delight of 
thousands all over the English-speaking world. 
Living and working through a period when the 
element of grace had almost disappeared from lit- 
erature, he showed what it meant, for a great mind 
to be not only graceful but gracious in seeking to 
please and help as many other minds as possible. 


For still another week Oklahoma statehood has 
been the shuttlecock between two sets of astute 
political managers, one in Oklahoma itself and 
the other in Washington. While the President 
and his Attorney-General have in hand what was 
reported to be the new constitution of the State, 
with a threat of disapproval as part of the play, 
it was given out that what they have is not a 
“true copy” and that its further consideration will 
Cease until a true copy is obtained. It is also said 
that the true copy will be forthcoming only when 
the constitutional convention reconvenes. The 
only real difficulty in the way of immediate state- 
hood is partisan politics and the struggle of par- 
tisan leaders for advantage.

A “trek” of 16,000 negroes from the coast region 
of Africa to escape German colonial methods has 
ended at a point in the interior from which reports 
came during the week that only 4000 of the orig- 
inal 15,000 survived. In the Congo “Free State” 
King Leopold is said to have derived a personal 
income of $14,000,000 in the last 10 years from a 

territory the natives of which are under his abso- 
lute personal control. It is from this territory 
that the most atrocious cruelty has been reported 
as practiced against natives. Under this system, 
as it now exists, not only in German-Africa and in 
the Congo, but in British Africa as well, the “chat- 
tel slavery’ of the past has been supplanted by 
tribal slavery, to which the natives are consigned 
by the Government for the benefit of private cor- 
porations chartered to “exploit” the country and 
“open it to civilization.” The colonial empires of 
the last 10 years have already duplicated the worst 
of the Middle Ages.

PREVENTION OF CRIME. 

The statistics on homicides in the 
States, published recently in the Post-Dispatch, 
should inspire more active measures towards the 
prevention of crime. The statistics show that 
the average number of murders in the United 
States annually during the past 20 years, from 
1885 to 1904, was 6597. There are in the United 
}States 129 homicides to each million of population, 
as compared with only three in Germany and 
five in Canada. 

Difference of nationality 
perament has much to do with this contrast. 
Enrico Ferri, the Italian criminologist, has shown 
that crime is as dependent upon nationality as is 
color of skin or other characteristics. The 
phlegmzatic Teutonic temperament accounts for 
the low average of crimes of violence in Berlin, 
while the great increase in immigration to the 
United States from the more warm-blooded, ex- 
citable races of Europe, doubtless accqunts in 
some measure for the rapid rise in crimes of vio- 
lence in the United States during the past two 
decades. 

That this is a fact seems to be proved by 
figures, which show the causes of murders and 
homicides in the United States from 1894 to 190d. 
During this period 51,602 persons lost their lives 
us the result of quarrels, 4987 were victims of 
jealousy, 4845 were killed by persons under the 
influence of liquor, 3711 were slain by highway- 
men and 2016 mothers killed their infants. 

Xnrico Ferri and other students of criminology 
assert that a return to the old vengeful system 
of exacting “an eye for an eye and a tooth for a 
tooth”’ would not help the United States or any 
other country to abolish- crimes of violence, and 
the fact that more persons lost their lives as the 
result of quarrels seems to bear this out. Quar- 
relsomeness is mostly temperamental, and the 
prevention of quarrels is a work of -education 
rather than of public vengeance. 

The remedy must be found in social improve- 
ment and moral education. A multitude of quar- 
reis among the poor are due to ignorance and 
bad environment. The ease with which wealthy, 
unscrupulous individuals and corporations break 
or evade the law in this country is also an influ- 
ence for evil, lowering the moral character’ of the 
citire community. By example and precept, the 
moral tone of the people, especiaJly of the young, 
must be elevated. The sacredness of human life 
must be taught and insisted upon. This upbuild- 
ing of character is a slow work, but nothing else 
is so efficacious. It is the humane. the civilized 
method of solving this pressing problem.

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SHAKSPEARE ON TOLSTOY’S RUSSIA. 

According to the latest American translations of 
the soothsayings of Count Tolstoy, he has “now, 
as an old man, read over once more the entire 
writings of Shakspeare,” to find if he were wrong 
when he put the writings of Shakspeare on his list 
of books it is worse than useless to read. His final 
verdict is “not of bewilderment, but of the firm, 
indubitable conclusion that the unquestionable 
glory of great genius Shakspeare enjoys is a great 
evil, as is every untruth.” 

‘This is highly interesting, especially because 
Shakspeare has made a full study of its meaning 
to the roots of the conditions out of which de- 
veloped Tolstoy, his way of thinking and all he 
approves or disapproves. 

The conditions are those of a coming crisis, with 
revolution after. Society is servile and corrupt or 
despotic and fraudulent. The Government begins 
in crime and operates through crime. Morality is 
preached in set phrases by “wretched rash in- 
trusive fools,’ who will be eliminated by the fraud 
and violence they attempt to cover or to justify. 
Minds, highly developed through cunning, under- 
stand this corruption and profit by it through their 
own frauds. To one mind, the type of the mind 
of Tolstoy, it reveals itself, little by little, as 
hideously unnatural, impossible under any law of 
man or nature, with nothing possible out of it ex- 
cept death and tragedy for all involved by it. 

Out of this parable of life when a mythical Den- 
mark was “rotten,” came in England Cromwell 
and his Ironsides as the answer to all the questions 
Hamlet asked himself when he appeared as the 
type of the mind which, when conditions are be- 
coming the worst possible, cannot only grasp de- 
tail, but can put all together until he comprehends 
all. 

In Shakspeare’s comprehensive judgment of 
things at their worst, as they are now developing 
in Russia, the Hamlet or the Tolstoy who is first 
to comprehend wholly and condemn utterly the 
evil of the worst at its worst, can do nothing ex- 
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gle, which leaves as his last message the request: 
“Report me and my cause aright to the unsatis- 
fied.” “The rest is silence” until the new play 
opens with new actors. The glittering Raleigh 
returns to walk the streets of London in the tri- 
umph of his gay court dress and England is “mer- 
rie” with the prospect of limitless plunder from 
a new world in America, with power over it pass- 
ing from Tudor to Stuart, from despot to despot 
forever. But out of that world, with many new 
dramas in it, as Shakspeare saw it, Cromwell came 
first and Washington later, when “great Birnam 
Wood” had removed to Dunsinane. In that view, 
when conditions are at their worst, the impossible 
is always in reserve for righting them. 

The astonishing thing in this connection is that 
such a man as Tolstoy seems to have no idea at 
all of the meaning of the old simple art of story 
telling as Shakspeare learned it and used it for 
the highest and deepest purposes. That old and 
simple art is very merciful in its methods. The 
comprehensive mind that knows the worst possi- 
ble on earth uses itso that it will disturb as little 
as possible those who have not yet begun to learn 
the worst. It gives them on the surface of a tale, 
a parable, a drama, as many good and beautiful 
things as they seek from it. And in their search 
for these they carry away with them, not yet 
understood, what will suddenly appear before 
them with its warning when their own worst! 
in their own world begins to come to its worst. 

Long ago, Shakspeare understood the mind in 
Tolstoy, as Tolstoy has never yet understood 
either the mind of Shakspeare or Shakspeare’s 
method of giving his best to the best, with his 
warning of the worst in reserve with it. But if 
Shakspeare knew his world, now at its worst in 
Russia, all that is impossible for Tolstoy will come 
when for Tolstoy himself “the rest is silence.”

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THE NEW IRISH BILL. 

As a home-rule measure, or. Birrell’s Irish 
bill is more moderate in its. provisions than the 
Unionists’ had fared and the Nationalists had 
desired. The Unionists will oppose it with all 
their might. The Nationalists, through their 
leaders, have been consulted in its preparation 
and may support it as the best they can get. 

The proposed Irish Administrative Council will 
have 104 members, about four-fifths elected and 
one-fifth nominated.

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Damascus Adopts Electricity—Corn Gathering oe Machinery—Music Makes Labor Light- 
some—Something Better Than War—A New Electrical Conductor. 


ELECTRICITY AT DAMASCUS. 

Another fight has been fought and won by electrici- 
ty. Strenuous ®PPosition by officials of State was 
overcome when electrica} public utilities were in- 
stalled in the ancient—most ancient—city of Damas- 
cus, in Ottoman, Asia. A re port of recent writing 
by the American Consul-General at Beirut, now in 
the files of the State Department at Washington, 
tells the story. ft Says electricity has been intro- 
duced in Damascus for yse in railway, telephone and 
telegraph systems’ of service. This was accomplished 
largely through American influence and capital. The 
first electric street car System of the ancient city 
was formally opened on Feb. 7 of the current year, 
and the formalities were witnessed and shared in by 
officials of the Cttioman Government, who went all 
the way from Constantinople for that purpose. Until 
about @ year ago there existed a ban on electricity 
in Turkey, but now that the Government permits its 
introduction it is predicted the Consul-General 
that a morning of new awakening is follow the 
lkcng night of old-style industry and national life. 
He writes that the natives are infatuated with the 
electric light and are already preparing to introduce 
it into their shops and homes. 
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PROGRESS IN CORN PICKING. 

It is only within the last few years that anything 
practical in- the way of machines for picking Corn 
have been produced. Now there are several success- 
ful machines on the market. 

One picket has the guide 
prongs for straightening stalks. The chains 
form a stalk passage extending rearward through 
the machine. A rapidly moving chain provided with 
fingers is located at one side and be«ween the guide 
chains in such a position that as the machine passes 
over the row the fingers engage the ears on the 
stalks and snap them off. By means of a deflector 
the ears are directed to a receptacle from which they 
are carried to the husking rollers and thence to the 
wagon. The tops of the cornstalks are cut off, and 
by means of a conveyor this and other trash is car- 
ried to the rear and on the ground. 

The great objection modern corn pickers is 
that the stalks assumed to be valueless and are 
practically destroyed; while every economical farm- 
er nowadays secures his fodder wit! much care 
as he gives his hay, knowing that it is equally nu- 
tritious.

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SODIUM AS AN ELECTRIC CONDUCTOR. 

The use of sodium for ov erhead transmission is at- 
tracting the attention of electricians, It is said to be 
cheap and a good conductor of electricity, but as its 
matured affinity with oxygen causes it to ignite when 
placed in contact with wat er, its employment in the 
form of a conductor would be limited, probably to 
overhead transmission lines or feede rs for railway 
work. The general process of constructing sodium 
conductors is to take standard wrought iron pipes 
and heat them to a point well above the melting 
temperature of sodium. The sodium is then melted 
in special kettles and is run into the pipes, solidifying 
when cool. There is said to be no marked deprecia- 
tion of either the sodium or the pipe if the latter be 
properly protected by a coat of weather-proof paint. 

For the same conductivity the price of the complete 
Sodium conductor is much below that of copper 
cables, being in small sizes not more than 50 per cent 
and in large sizes not more than 20 per. cent 
of the cost of copper. For fnstance, a half-inch 
wrought-iron pipe filled with sodium has a capacity 
of 109 amperes and costs about 3% cents per foot, 
against 8% cents for a copper line of the same Cca- 
pacity. A 6-inch sodium conductor would carry 8130 
amperes, the cost of the line being about $1.40 per 
linear foot, as compared with $6.30 per linear foot 
for copper. These figures were estimated on the basis 














of 7% cents per pound for sodium and 16 cents per 
pound for copper.

In Southern Italy, wher&for centuries the farmers 
have been unable to do more than pay the interest 
on their mortgages by eating only the products which 
they could not sell, hundreds and thousands of farms 
have been cleared of debt; new, br.gut homes have 
been built, better farming implements have been pur- 
chased and land has been improved by fertilizers, all 
with money sent by the father or son who “went to 
America.’’ In Galicia so marked has been the im- 
provement of farm properties by money sent from 
the United States that the price of farm land has 
doubled and the rate of interest on mcney has been 
reduced 50 per cent since that immi-ration began iv 
years ago. 

Almost as marked results can be seen throughout 
Austria, especially Austrian Poland. But nowhere, 
except perhaps in Galicia, have the results been so 
Startling as in Southern Italy. 

Not only is the money that is sent back lifting 
mortgages and improving homes, but the immizrant 
who returns from tne United States to the old farm 
he has redeemed and rejuvenated, becomes an eco- 
nomic as well as a social force, influencing the whole 
district. 

The réturned emigrant brings back to his old home 
a higher, if not exactly an American standard of 
living. He brings American ideas of methods of 
work and of speed at one’s work; he has changed his 
ideas of business methods; of buying and selling; 
of clothing, of education for his children; and he 
sets a new standard for the whole community. Be- 
he inspires all with a new hope; in him they 
that if their conditions cannot be improved in 
Italy they can come to the United States for a few 
years, get thelr homes out from under the mortgages, 
money enough to fix up the houses, buy new 
farming implements, then return to Italy and live the 
life they love.

Huxiey explains that the “talent’ of this rule may 
be either natural or acquired. Any talent and all 
powers of whatsoever kind. 

This rule commends itself fo young men who have 
come here for success, because it recognizes environ- 
ment as a facter in tife. in other words, they left 
the country for the city, because the city supplies the 
elements of success, the opportunities of advance- 
ment that the country lacked. 

Now as to your talent. Having the business 
and the suitable field of operation, if you lack talent 
or fitness for the work, you will fail. It is clear that 
your success will depend in large part upon your fit- 
ness for your work. A blind man ought never to try 
to become a painter. Let men that can see do this 
work. — 

A man should love his work, as a hungry man loves 
the sound of the dinner bell. Zou should go to your 
work with the same eagerness that men after «a 
battle seek for water. 

Se *" may put it down as the first rule that 
the chief element of your success in life is 
to find some work you had rather do than eat. 

It was Sydney Smith who compared: men to blocks 
of wood of varying shapes, and the callings of life 
to holes in the table top, corresponding to the shapes 
of the blocks. The science of success is fitness; the 
getting of the square block in the same hole. Success 
is virtually achieved when you get into the right 
niche in the Temple of Business, which then becomes 
to you the Temple of Fame. 

As to your environment, history is eloquent in pro- 
claiming its importance,

Ruling a country seems conducive to old age. It is not that a 
monarch or a president has an easy life of it. for some of the oldest 
rulers are men or women who have had most strenuous lives. No 
one would suggest that President Diaz of Mexico, for instance, had 
not had a busy time of it, or the Dowager Empress of China, or the 
Emperor of Austria. Queen Victoria lived to a fine old age and 
was the busiest. woman in the world right up to the last. 

There are living today 13 chiefs of state who have passed the 
allotted three score years and ten. These are, in order of age, Presi- 
dent Alexis of Hayti, who is 96; the Prince Regent of Bavaria, 86: 
the Duke of Saxe-Meiningen, 81; the Duke of Saxe-Altenburg, 81: 
the Grand Duke of Baden, 80; the King of Sweden, 78: President 
Diaz of Mexico, 77; the Emperor of Austria, 76: the Prince cf 
Schwarzburg-Sendenshausen, 76: President Amador of Panama. 
74; the Dowager Empress of China, 73; the King of the Belgians, 
72, and the Pope, 71. 


Beneficial Effects of Busy Life. 


With the possible exception of the four minor German rulers, 
all these illustrate the beneficial effects of a busy life. The aged 
Prince Regent of Bavaria, who has governed so long because his 
nephews, the present King and his predecessor, were insane. is still 
a hale, hearty man, who goes boar-sticking on foot, wearing the 
picturesque South German kilts, which reveal his museular and 
hairy knees. He is heir to the throne, and has raised up a large 
family, among them several great-grandchildren, 

Gen. Porfirio Diaz has governed Mexico for twenty-three 
vears and his hand is just as strong on the helm of state as ever 
it was. The magnificent development of Mexico under his wise, 
though often despotic rule, is the best proof of the active life he 
has led. 

As for the strange old woman who has ruled China for more 
than half a century, her life has been full of romance and tragedy. 
She has seen Emperors come and go; she has even been aceused of 
putting at least one of them out of the way: she has turned great 
statesmen like Li Hung Chang around her finger: but no matter 
who was Emperor or Chancellar, she has ruled China. She rules 
it today absolutely and will rule it until she dies, which may be 
many years, for she is still a strong and healthy woman. 


Austria’s Emperor Still Active. 


The Emperor of Austria, at 76, still travels around to the 
capitals of the many countries of which he is King, Sometimes 
he is holding eourt at Budapest: a few weeks ago he was at Prague; 
then he is in Vienna. His has been a stormy life, marked bv foreign 
wars and by tragedies in his own house. such as the assassination 
of his beautiful wife and the mysterious death of the Crown Prince. 
But he is a hale old man and may last many more vears. 

King Osear of Sweden had a fairly peaceful life until a eoupic 
of vears ago, when Norway seceded and he had to let it go free and 
elect a new king of its own. He is quite feeble today and on more 
than one occasion the Crown Prinee has heen obliged to take the 
reins of Government from his shaking hands. 

Leopold of the Belgians is a strong. healthy old boy of 72. 
His morganatie wife has borne him children within the last two 
years. He has ruled well, but it is better to draw a veil over his 
private life. 

Pope Pius X, at 71, frets only because he cannot take 
long walks and indulge in the vigorous physical exercise of which 
he has always been fond. He is one of the busiest of all the rulers.

Dr. Franklin, the wisest and most profound of Americans, 
more than 150 vears ago, in one of the last of ‘‘Poor Richard's 
Almanacks,’’ wrote that ninety of every one hundred persons who 
die before reaching the centenary commit suicide. What did he 
mean by that? Simply that through excess of eating or drinking 
they bring on disease. That was written before we knew or even 
thought of the word microbe. It was true then, and it will ke trne 
until human beings live to reach the centenary and think nothing 
of it. . 

Every man and woman should be able to manage self so that 
the one-hundredth year should eome and find the faculties un- 
impaired to any noticeable extent. If not the centenary, then some- 
thing approximating it should not be considered almost an impossi- 
bilitv. That much is within the limit of our capacity. Beyond 
that I do not know.

ST SENATOR SCORES PUPPY POLITICS. 
BY JOHN T. MORGAN, 
Senator from Alabama, 83. 


INTIMENT—a thought on ‘‘three seore years and ten?’’ 
A lt is so long sinee I was only seventy vears old that I searce 
remember the time. Thirteen years, as we look back on them, 

many, 

Atter fifty vears of publie service I am not conseious of having 
done or emitted to do anything of which I feel ashamed. It pains 
me, however, to note the smallness of the polities of today. Instead 
of asking each other, ‘‘What kind of a man shall we name for the 
Presideneyv ?*’ too many of our publie men are asking, ‘‘ Whom shail 
we nominate?’’ It is men, not policies, they are considering. 

The polities in which Rooseevelt, Hughes, Taft, Bryan, Hearst 
and the others we hear mentioned are engaged are puppy politics, 
unworthy the name of politics in the large sense in which fhe 
word should be used. [I do not want to appear censorious about 
men so siany vears my junior, but it does seem to me our politics 
are on a low plane 

The thought comes to me that if there were more men of 70 
years and upward in publie life there would be less thought of 
self and more of the well-being of the people of the country. Men 
who have reached 70 are not easily influenced by the purely 
personal ambitions. 

There is only one parallel between the Government of this 
country and anything in. history that I can think of. I'll call 
vour attention to it. You remember when Jesus Christ went up to 
the temple and drove out the money changers?. Why did he drive 
them out? They were doing to the Jewish people what this Gov- 
ernment has authorized and assisted a class of financial Levites to 
do to the people of this land. 

The Levites ordained that sacrifices for the temple could be 
bought only with a certain kind of money—a limited coinage issued 
by them. Devout persons coming to the temple from afar off could 
not bring the sacrificial animals with them. They had to buy from 
dealers near the temple. They were compelled to exchange the 
ordinary money of the land for this Levitical coinage. This they 
did at exorbitant rates of exchange. After the animals had been 
bought the money changers and the priests arrived at an under- 
standing for an exehange between the dealers and the moncy 
changers in the temple. 

When Christ drove them from the temple He broke up the 
most magnificent money-making machine this world knew before 
this Government organized its financial system—the national bank- 
ing System. We have pride in it. Its notes are based on the bonds 
of the National Government, and yet I have seen the bonds of this 
Government sell for thirty-seven cents on the dollar. 

Any man who has $25,000 ean buy bonds if he will but organ- 
ize a national bank. Havine bought bonds, the Government issues 
to him notes which he lends to the people at from 13 to 15 per cent 
profit every year. To still further favor him, the Government, ex- 
acting more money in the form of taxes than it needs, deposits 
those taxes in any of the banks that deposit bonds. Bonds of the 
United States? Yes, if the bank has them. If not, the bonds of 
a railroad will do. Upon that capital of $25,000 the man who has 
organized himself into a national bank may do a business of mil- 
lions, at the expense of the people who must borrow money from 
him. It is a magnificent money-making machine; about as good as 
that which Christ destroyed and for which He was crucified with- 
out authority of any law because He had offended the Levites. 

There appears to bo a popular idea that Jesus was erucified as 
the result of an apparent!y lawful doeree issned by a competent 
court, but that is an erroneous impression. 

At my age it is a satisfaction to me that I have been spared go 
long to achieve the rood of life—to make the friendships that 
come from the length of days and to have done for my country 
what I hav? hoacstly believed to be the welfare of th: people, my 
friends, my neighbors, all my fellow countrymen.

Controversy in Liberal Cabinet 
Over Terms Forced Mr. 
Bryce Out. 


LONDON. May 11.—Whether or not 
the Irish members of Parliament will 


the so-called home rule bill 


brought in by Augustine Birrell, Chief 
Secretary of State for Ireland, depends 


wholly on the Irish national conven- 
tion, called by° John Redmond to meet 
in Dublin a week from next Tuesday. 
The convention will go over the bill in 
detail and consider whether, as a whole, 
it. gives the Irish peope an advantage 
over their present scheme of govern- 
ment. 

It is betraying no secret to say that, 
although the bill falls far short of 
what Irish patriots desire and even de- 
mand, they see that Mr. Birrell, whose 
name is a synonym in Titerature for 
frivolty and particularly with words, 
undertaken to give Ire- 
land as far-extending a measure of 
home rule as he. could devise with hope 
of getting it through Parliament. Still, 
the verdict of the Irishmen in council 
will. decide the vote. 

It is granted that the bill suits neither 
the extremists, who want Ireland to be 
autonomous, nor the extremists—some 
in the Liberal party—who honestly 
are incapable of 
governing Ireland. 

The Birrell plan gives the Crown the 
power to nominate about 2 per cent of 
the members of the council to rule Irish 
affairs. This is considered to be a suf- 
ficient guarantee for the- protection of 
the minority, even if the wholesale veto 
power, vested by the bill in the word 
Lieutenant, be exercised. 

Untonints Hold the Power, 
tt is calculated that with the 
“bers to be nominated by the King, 
would be entirely Unionist, according to 
the prevalent belief, and with the meim- 
bers whom the Unionist party couid 
elect in Ulster, the latter would have 
47 out of 107 members of the Council. 

In other words, a minority represent- 
ing only one-fourth of the population 
would control almost one-half the 
Council. When a Unionist Lord Lieu- 
tenant was at the head of Irish affairs 
he could, by his veto power, obstruct 


mem- 
who 


‘the whole work of the Council. 


Nothwithstanding all this, and weak 
as the bill is from the democratic 
point of view, it represents six months 
effert and obstinate 
fighting by Irish leaders. They had to 
contend with them the Liberal Imperi- 
alist section of the Cabinet, consisting 
of Chancellor of the Exchequer, Mr. 
Asquith; the Minister of War, Mr. Hal- 
dane; the Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
Lord Grey, beside Lord Crewe and Sir 
Henry Fowler, who were the istru- 
ments of the tepacious permanent Un- 
der Secretary for Ireland, Sir Anthony 
MacDonnell. His whole aim was to es- 
tablish a Council in Ireland over which 
he, as president, would have a personal 
and undisputed sway. 

The leaders of the Irish party, after a 

many 
crisis, which have not been reported, 
succeeded in overcoming Sir Anthony's 
as now 
proposed, he will be merely an ordi- 
nary member. 

Forced Mr. Bryce’s Retirement. 

One result of this struggle was the 
resignation of Mr. James Bryce as 
Chief Secretary for ireland, and his 
acceptance of the Embassy at Wash- 
ington. He found his position was un- 
Bearable between the leaders of the 
frish party on the one hand and the 
bulldog persistence of his Under Secre- 
tary on the other. Mr. Birrell, howev- 
er, on-taking Mr. Bryce's place, put 
Sir Antheny MacDennell in his proper 
place, and with the assistance of the 
Premier and John Morley, John Burns, 
Lioyd Geerge and the aged Marquis of 
Ripon, he fercetl the report of the pres- 
ent bill from the Liberal Imperialists. 

One danger, which is inevitable in any 
scheme which falls short of the estab- 
lishment of an Irish Parliament, is the 
fact that the Irish Council, created un- 
der this bill, might conceivably get into 
conflict with and neutralize the power 
of the National Irish party in the Im- 
perial Parliament. Still, there is noth- 
ing in the bill to prevent the election 
of members of the Irish party to the 
‘Council in numbers suffiicent to pre- 
Vent that bedy’s power being used to 
break up er to weaken the home-rule 
movement.

It will be remembered Lady Godiva 
made the famous ride through the grey- 
stoned city, according to legend, scantily 
clad in frills and furbelows, as some de- 
while according to others, not 
clad at all, to demonstrate that the citi- 
zens of Coventry were pure-minded. It 
has been suggested that the theatrical 
agent who is to choose the impersonator 
shall also make a ruling regarding her 
apparel. 

All of the pomp and panoply of medie- 
val times will be depicted in the na- 
geantry. There will be impersonations 
of bishops and Kings and princes galore 
in the triumphal cortege. Among these 
will be the Black Prince, Queen Eliza- 
beth and Mary Queen of Scots, all of 
whom are closely connected with the 
history of Coventry.

STRIKES JAPAN AND 
ALL SEEK WEALTH 


An English Merchant Says To- 
kio Rivals Us in “Get Rich 


‘ Quick” Schemes. 


LONDON, May 11.—‘‘The ‘‘get-rich- 
quick fever has seized Japan, and un- 
less the nation sobers down speculative 
crises will become as common in Tokio 
as they are in New York.”

“Many of these cemranies were of 
the soundest description, but Japanese 
company promoters, whose numbers ere 
growing rapidly, have been responsible 
for several rotten capeerns.

PARIS, May 11.—Clemenceat’s mas- 
tery of French politics becemes more 
apparent every day. It is highly in- 
teresting to watch the determined ef- 
forts to undermine his influetice and 
drag away his power. It is plain to 
everyone on the ground here ‘that he 
is upheld largely fer the reason that 
members of the Chamber who do not 
agree with him, fear to vote him out.

It is a trite saying that Paris 
loves a man with a ready answer, but 
the fact is the vofer at Tarbes and 
Marseilles is of the same opinion. 
Clemenceau is a mastery of colloquial 
repartee, and is adored (for that 
throughout the Republic. The aristo- 
crat no less readily acknowledges the 
effectiveness of it than the street 
sweeper, and each has an artistic ap- 
preciation of this side of the premier’s 
political genius. 

{t is amusing to see how easily and 
how surely the ‘“‘boss’’—for he is surely 
one—rules his difficult team of horses 
by never pulling too hard on the reins.

Czar Personally Gives Orders 
for Safety in His

PARIS, May 11.—Eighteen automo- 
biles have been entered for the great 
Pekin to Paris race, the plans for 
which were described in last Sunday’s 
Post-Dispatch. The entries represent 
several countries, one of the most nota- 
ble of the drivers being Prince S. 
Gorghese, who will handle his own car. 
and seems confident of winning. 

The grand -start will be at 
June 10 this year. The course

After the mattress is built, it is sent 
to the bottom of the river along the 
bank by piling on rock and forms a 
wall which effectually Keeps the water 
from taking away more earth from the 
sides of the channel. This plan also 
has the effect of keeping the river 
from spreading as it may do along 
levees and, when the current can do no 
more cutting on the sides and is held 
to a fixed channel, it is in the plan of 
nature that it will do its cutting on the 
bottom of the channel. 

Natural Channel Must Be Followed, 
So the plan which finds greatest favor 
among river men is to follow the nat- 
ural channel with the mattresses and 
force the current to cut the channel 
deeper. This would take years, as sand- 
bars only move when they are entirely 
covered by water and, if narrowing the 
channel does not cover the bar, it will 
not move until submerged by high 
water. The present sandbar lying in 
front of St. Louis will, pilots say, be 
moved to Carondelet by the next high 
water, but they declare that, if this 
same high water were kept frem spread- 
ing by a mattress system, the bar 
would be moved much farther—perhaps 
many miles farther—because of the in- 
creased velocity of the current through 
a narrow channel. 

Men championing this scheme say the 
work should be commenced as far up 
the Missouri as 200 miles above St. Jo- 
seph, where the first real cutting be- 
gins, and that not @ day's work should 
he done in the Mississippi until the mat- 
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that 50 reliable contractors be 
each five miles of river, which would be 
10 miles of work, as the same contract- 
tor would work both banks of the 
stream. He would be nearly a year 
completing his contract, but at the end 
of the year 300 miles, or 230 miles of 
river, would be finished and, within 
seven years, the banks of the Missouri 
and the Mississippi would be revetted 
to the gulf. 


Ne Danger From Wihater Storms. 

“Revetment,” as the scheme is 
termed, would not be retarded by win- 
ter storms, its champions say, since the 


work would begin at the seat of the 


trouble and there would be no space 
where the swift current might get a 
footing between stretches of mattresses. 

The men who “read water’ say the 
river channel between Fort Benton and 
New Orleans, 60 years ago, was deeper 
by 15 feet than it is today. And much 
of the filling in is charged by them to 
lack of navigation. When more boats 
plied between the points named, they 
declare, the churning of “side wheel- 
efs’”’ kept in motion the sand that was 
washed into the Mississipp! from other 
streams and it had no chance to Ac- 
cumulate in bars and so harden till it 
must be entirely covered by swiftly 
flowing flood waters to be again set tn 
motion. 

A “side wheeler” is still said to be 
the best apparatus for deepening a 
channel or moving out a bar. It is 
stated by river captains that they can 
anchor two side-wheeler steamboais,

Franchise Was Promised, 


An interview was held, however, be- 
tween Kavanaugh and Essen. Before it 
took place the Central Belt Railway Co, 
had been organized by James C. Jones 
Aikman Welch, Robert McLaran and 
others and the company had applied or 
was getting ready to apply for a fran- 
chise. 

‘‘Essen told me,"’ testified Kavanaugh, 
“that it was no use for us to try to get 
a franchise out there as it was promised 
to them. I believed him because I knew 
he was running things out in the coun- 
ty, and I gave up the idea.” 

Essen admitted on the stand that he 
was interested in the Central Belt Rail- 
way Co. He said that Aikman Weich 
represented him in the company and 
held stock for him. On Oct. 4, 1809, the 
County Court granted a franchise to the 
Central company. 

Arrangements were made with Kav- 
anaugh to finance the company. He 
failed to do so. The associates of Es- 
sen got the Impression that the fran- 
chise wasn’t worth much and were anx- 
lous to sell. Kavanaugh told Willlam 
K. Bixby, S. M. Kennard, James Y. 
Lockwood and John F. Lee about it 
and the five formed a syndicate and 
bought the franchise for $7200.

“In a very interesting paper read at 
one of the previous meetings of this con- 
gress, I found some well reasoned re- 
marks upon the moralizing and reform- 
atory influence of a good diet. To rec- 
ognize their force, one need not be an 
expert in penology; there are few, 
deed, who feel as virtuous when hungry 
as after eating enough, and not too 
much, of what agrees with them. Bi 
is it just as consistent to tell a man, 
“Thou shalt not steal,-even to get thy 


en, to see that he always has a good 
dinner? Is it right for the taxpayers to 
feed a rascal to the limit of his appe- 
tite while so many honest men go every 
night supperless to bed?

Operators Fight Shoulder to 
Shoulder With Clerks Fill- 
ing Countless Orders. 
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Snecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

' CHICAGO, May 11.—Scenes of the 
wildest confusion the Board of Trade 
has known in months were enacted to- 
day when wheat approached the dollar 
mark as the climax of the week of sen- 
sational price advances. The bull 
crowd had stampeded the pits and the 
buying element was in control. De- 
cember wheat closed with a rush at % 
cents, a sheer gain of 8 cents during 
the week, while July closed at 91% 
cents, a gain of 7% cents on the week. 

Frantic efforts to get from under by 
bears, who had not heeded the warn- 
ing of previous days, added to the ex- 
citement. Operators went into the pits 
and fought shoulder to shoulder with 
their clerks in frantic efofrts to fill 
the rush of telegrams to “buy” which 
poured in from all over the country. 

Orders From St. Louis, 

Strengthened by the sensational news 
from Manitoba that the late spring had 
assured a diminished acreage, and by 
the advices from crop experts report- 
ing ravages from the green bug, fol- 
lowing the Government crop estimate, 
the market seemed to have no limit to 
its ascent. The sky-rocket flight start- 
ed when, after the opening quotations 
had been posted up, the price of July 
went to 9) cents and of December to 
9314 cents. The start of the day’s activ- 
ity was made with July at 88% cents, 
and December at 91% cents. Before 
the trading was well under way July 
went to 89% cents, with December diz- 
zily looking downward from 93'¢c. Then 
it went higher. 

Commission houses were soon so over- 
whelmed with business that it was nec- 
essary to press every available man into 
service. All of the outside markets were 
forwarding orders without number. 
From New York, Pittsburg, Minneapo- 
lis, Kansas City and St. Louis there 
came a steady stream of messages over 
the wires, all of which contained the 
word ‘“‘Buy.”” On many of the orders 
no limit was set, the senders apparent- 
ly being anxious to get into the mar- 
kt at any price, so thoroughly imbued 
were they with the belief that wheat is 
headed on its way for $1 or more. 

Some of the leading houses traded In 
millions of bushels during the first half 
hour of the session. ‘The fires of spec- 
ulation burned so fiercely that heavy 
offerings poured into the pit from time 
to time by holders who wanted their 
profits, had little more effect that a 
gardener‘s hose directed against a vol- 
cano in action. 

Shortage in the Dakotas. 

The rise took place in the face of 
less adverse climatic conditions than 
have prevailed heretofore, rising tem- 
perature in many sections being more 
favorable for advancing the growth of 
winter wheat and also for seeding in 
the Northwest States and the Canadian 
é provinces. 

The weather has turned more favora- 
ble now, but the season is so latet that 
in some sections of Canada it is more 
than likely that half a crop will be 
seeded. In the Dakotas the shortage 
is estimated anywhere from 10 to 4 
per cent. The country, no doubt, will 
raise all the wheat required for its own 
use. but the amount for export will’ be 
small. 

Nearly all Europe is facing the sert- 
ous problem of a shortage in bread 
supplies and the wheat season has, so 
speculators declare, become a_ world- 
wide affair, susceptible to developments, 
the force of which cannot be estimated.

Injured Die on Way to San 
Luis Obispo—Others Ex- 
pected to Die.

SAN FRANCISCO, May 1),.—Twenty- 
eight persons were killed and perhaps 
3 were injured between 3 and 4 p. m. 
today, when a Union Pacific Coast Line 
train, bearing Mystic Shriners return- 
ing to their homes from the Los Angeles 
convention, was derailed at Honda, 65 
miles north of Santa Barbara. 
The engine was in charge of Engineer 
Champlain and the accident was caused 
by an obstruction on the track, accord- 
ing to an official dispatch, which 
wrecked the engine, baggage car and 
diner and derailed three sleepers. Among 
the dead are:

Special Trains Sent Out, 
Special’ trains from Santa Barbara, 
Lompoc and San Luis Obispo, with doc- 
tors and nurses, were sent out. The 
most ._ seriously injured were sent to 

the San Luis Obispo Hospital. 

At 8:30 p. m. a special train arrived 
at San Luis Dispo with two cars. of 
dead and wounded. Passengers who 
accompanied the train and who were 
injured slightly or not at all assert that 
the number of dead exceeds 21 and that 
the total wil be in the neighborhood of 
9% Five of the injured passengers died 
on the way and others are hurt so bad- 
ly that death is but a matter of a few 
hours. 

The Masons of San Luis Obispo had 
organized a relief corps before the ar- 
rival of tf/e train and the injured were 
hurried tw» hospitals and private resi- 
dences, where preparations had been 
made for their reception. 

Trainmen who arrived from the scene 
of the wreck say that three cars crowd- 
ed with passengers and a diner were 
demolished, together with two or three 
baggage cars. The latter were piled on 
top of the engine. According to the 
statements of survivors, Shriners from 
Buffalo and Rochester and teading, 
Pa., were among the greatest suffer- 
ers. 

Many of the dead were so badly 
scalded that they were unrecognizable, 
Conductor Austin is reported killed, a 
brakeman is missing and an engineer 
has a broken leg. 

The wrecked train fs said to have 
been the Ismalilan special, carrying 
Shriners from New York and Penn- 
Sylvania. 

Broken Cars Half Burned. 

The wreck occurred on a _Ievel 
stretch of track near the beach.

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The new State primary law has sound- 
ed the death knell of the old politician. 
The little group of men who once ap- 
peared on the political stage as the 
champions of the rights, but 
who were merely puppets moved by 
wires held in-.the hands of the lobbyists 
Cperating for corporations, realize that 
the enactment of the primary principle 
into a statute makes it impossible for 
them to regain their lost power.

There will be 
no more dark-lantern caucuses for fix- 
ing up tickets and defeating people's 
choices at conventions.

New York. 

The East is thus recognizing facts ap- 

parent io us tor s0me years, namely, 
that St. Louls ig the natural markel- 
piace for the South and Southwest, and 
that in this territory climate and soil 
are more conducive to agricult@ral pros- 
perity than any similar extent of coun- 
try in the world. 
No city can grew to large proporti»ns 
unless it is located on an important 
body of water. The Mississippi River 
will in time be made navigable for 
ocean-going vessels and St. Louis will 
be in a position to reach out for the 
trade of all countries. 

We have in close proximity great 
bodies of coal which make this an 
ideal manufacturing center; our raii- 
road facilities and connections render 
accessible for trading purposes a larg- 
er area of territory than any other city 
in the Union. Our merchants, imbued 
with the Western spirit of. enterprise, 
are increasing the volume of their busi- 
ness, seeking new markets in all di- 
rections; and growing hand-in-hand 
with their activities are the banks and 
trust companies of St. Louis. The in- 
créase in the deposits of the financial 
institutions of this city is correspond- 
ingly as great as is the growth in the 
volume of merchandising. 

St. Louls Should Prosper. 

With all of these and other weli- 
recognized favorable conditions, there 
is no reason why St. Louis should not 
have a greater degree of prosperity and 
a larger percentage of increase in pop- 
ulation than any other big city in 
the United States. 

In this connection {tt must not bo 
taken for granted that we are not to 
have emporary halts and set-backs in 
our upward trend. Two of the most 
prominent factors influencing our pros- 
perity and its continuation are the mon- 
ey question and the crops. The vol- 
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immediate and most important bearing 
and relation to the prices of all things; 
thus a period of great prosperity 1S 
often retarded and checked by the in- 
sufficiency of the suppty of money. In 
g00d times the strain on. the money 
market is severest when the crop-geth- 
ering and moving takes place. It is 
estimated that during such periods 
from $150,000,000 to $200,000,000 additional 
cash is required. 


Elastic Currency Essential. 

It {is primarily for this reason tl.at 
the Currency Commission of the Amer!- 
can Bankers’ Association advocated be- 
fore Congress a plan to provide for 
greater elasticity in the currency sys- 
tem. If the recommendations of the 
commission had been adopted, or if 


they will be, at the next session o? 
Congress, a system of expansion an 
contraction of the volume of money wi 
provide for the increase in the dé 
mand for actual money, and when stc 
demancs no longer exist, the volume 90 
money will decrease to correspond wit 
the requirements of business. 

If no such currency legislation is pro 
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vided, the amount of business and tit4en 


prices of all things will have to await 
further increases in the gold supply. 
The present production of gold 1s un- 
paralleled in the history of the world, 
and a great deal of our prosperity for 
the past 15 years can be attributed to 
this factor. 

Statistics show the output of gold 
from the time of the discovery of 
America to 1890 to have been $7,300,000,10, 
and for the 15 years from 1890 to 190 it 
was §3,800,000,000, an amount equal tu 
about one-half of the total produc- 
tion for the intervat of 400 years re- 
ferred to. 

Taking a long view into the future, 
the outlook is exceedingly brijrht for not 
only the capitalist and the business 
man, but for all classes of labor, and 
especially for those engaged in agri- 
cultural pursuits. 
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WHEAT MARKET BEING 
SENSATIONALLY BULLED 
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Amid Frenzied Scrambling to Buy, Prices Gain 
7 Cents in Two Days---Government Report 
Confirming Crop Damage the Feature. 


The condition of both the spring and and 


winter wheat crops continues unfavor- 
able and damage reports were as numer- 
ous as ever last week, the 
being regarded as the most important 
source of injury to the plant. The 
territory infested with this pest is fast 
spreading, and comparisons with the 
crop of 1890, when the crop suffered 
great harm from the bugs were made. 
The green bug is now pretty well dis- 
tributed over about half the area it 
was in 1890, the territory now infected 
including practically all of Oklahoma, 
Indian Territory, Southeastern Kansas, 
sections of Illinois and Indiana, and the 
southeastern portion of Missouri. In 
1890 the loss to the wheat crop as com- 
pared to the average of the three pre- 
ceding years was 34 per cent. Using 
the crops of 1904, 1905 and 1906 and ap- 
plying the average of loss shown in 
1890 it appears that a possible damage 
reaching 106,000 bu., may occur, bring- 
ing the total crop of the affected region 
down to 206,500,000 bu. In the middle and 
latter parts of the week there were 
advices from Northern Kansas and 
Nebraska reporting the bugs in large 
numbers. According to the Government 
the fact that Texas has lost 70 per cent 
and Oklahoma 35 per cent of the origi- 
nal acreage, confirmed these damage re- 
ports. 

There were few changes In the weath- 
er conditions from those of the previous 
week. Generally unsettled and cloudy 
conditions, with rains in some sections, 
prevailed tn the Middle and Southwest, 
with quite low temperatures. The North- 
west reported very severe cold, with 
heavy snows in the middle of the week. 


Spring Wheat Seeding Late. 


The outlook for the spring wheat crop 
is generally unsatisfactory. ing to 
the cold and generally unfavegabie con- 
ditions, seeding in the Northwest ts late 
and that which was sown early lies dor- 
mant, while large portions of Minne- 
sota and South Dakota and a greater 
part of the North Dakota areas have 
not been sown. An improvement In the 
weather is expected soon, but even 
should a moderation occur it will be 
well to remember that late sown wheat 
usually renders a disappointing harvest 
Conditions on the other side of the line 
were hardly more hopeful, Winnipeg re- 
porting large areas fn Canada where 
the seed has rotted in the ground and 
the cold and ice there makes reseed- 
ing out of the question at present. 

An average spring sowing of 47 per 
cent is reported by the Government to 
have been completed on May 1, as com- 
pared with 53 a year ago. 

Reports as to the condition of for- 
eign crops continue pessimistic and 
European and continental markets were 
very strong. There were ho essential 
changes in the crops abroad, the un- 
favorable conditions being unrelleved., 
In Hungary the crop is very backward, 
10 per cent of acreage having been re. 
plowed and much of the area is still 
untilled.

The Union Pacific system 
has been carrying, in the form of call 
loans and loans on time, the securities 
of ether companies purchased by it 
and it was inevitable that sooner or 
later this floating debt would be re- 
piaced by an issue of additional capital 
in one form or another. 

As the president of the Union Pacific 
system remarked, there will be little 
change in the interest requirements of 
the two companies and there should be 
no especial disturbance of money mar- 
ket conditions, as the sums to be pro- 
vided by the shareholders of the Union 
and Southern Pacific companies will 
pay off outstanding loans and the same 
amount of capital will be immediately 
available in the money market. The 
change made in the perlodicity of the 
dividend payments on both Union and 
Southern Pacific common shares was 
generally approved of in financial cir- 
cles.. It is also a matter of satisfaction 
that the long-existing uncertainty as to 
the financing of the Harriman roads 
has been removed, and it was a further 
matter of satisfaction to have the as- 
surance that no further financing by 
this system would be necessary for at 
least another year to come.

This season has been a busy One for 
the Interscholastic athletes.

There is a resemblance 
between it and the photograph of Fred- 
erick Bush, which she has had in her 
possession since her father’s death. 

ith no other evidence aside from 
her marriage license, which showed 
that her name was Frances Cynthia 
Bush before she was married, Mrs. Ed- 
wards convinced Probate Judge Imel 
that she is the niece of Frederick Bush 
and his only living heir. The order was 
made directing Dienger to turn the $10,- 
000 over to her. 

Mrs. Edwards lives at Pocatella and is 
the mother of a family. Her husband is 
in comfortable circumstances, but the 
$10,000 will be of great assistance to 
them.

Mr. Train’s account of the Patrick 
case in the American Magazine for 


May, in part, says: 


“Mr. Rice was a childless widower. 
living the life of a recluse, attended 


only by Jones, who was at once his 
secretary, valet and general servant. 
No other person liv | in the  apart- 


ment, and few visitors ever called there. 
Patrick was a New York lawyer with 
little practice who had never met Mr. 
Rice, and was employed as counsel in 
litigation hostile to him. 


“Rice did not know Patrick even by 
sight. He had heard of him only as a 
person retained by another lawyer 
(Hoit) to do ‘the dirty work’ in an 
action brought by Rice againeat Holt, as 
executor, to set aside Mrs. Rice's will, 
in which she assumed, under the ‘Com- 
munity Law’ of Texas, where Rice had 
formerly resided, to dispose of some 
$2,600,000 of Rice's property. If Rice 
was a resident of Texas she had the 
legal right to do this—otherwise not. 

olt employed Patrick to get evidence 
that Rice still was such a resident. 
Riee knew of this and hated Patrick. 


Patrick’s Visit to Rice. 


“Patrick's connection with the Rice 
litigation had begun four years before 
the murder, which was not planned un- 
til August, 1900. His first visit to Rice's 
apartment was made under the as. 
sumed name of Smith for the purpose 
of discovering whether the valet could 
be corrupted into furnishing fictitious 
proof of Rice's intent to reside in 
Texas. 

“He flattered Jones, 
underpaid and not appreciated, and. 
after a second visit, at which he dis- 
closed his right name. persuaded him 
to typewrite a letter on Rice's station- 
ery addressed to Baker, Botts, Baker 
& Lovett (Rice's attorneys), in which 
he should be made to say that he had 
lost hope of winning the suit against 
Holt, was really a citizen of Texas, and 
that he wanted to settle the litigation. 
Patrick said that he could arrange for 
the signing of such a letter and was 
willing to pay Jones $250 for his heip. 
Jones agreed. 

“Patrick now learned that Mf. Rico 
was living with no companion except 
Jones; that he held little communication 
with the outside world; that the valet 
was in his confidence and thorough'y 
familiar with hie papers, and that the 
will made in 1896 disinherited natura 
heirs In favor of an educational! inatity 
tion which he had founded in Tex,

“He also learned that whild M lee 
wik 84 years of age he was in’ pn sion 
of all bis lacuilies, conducted .\4, wu 


business, and might live for years. Pos- 
sessed of these facts Patrick's evil mind 
soon developed a conspiracy with Jones 
to secure the whole estate. 

“Mr. Rice's pet charity was the Will- 
lam M. Rice Insitute ‘for the acvance 
of science, art and literature,’ in Texas, 
Which he had founded in 189!. He pet 
agonated to it more than a million an: 
a half dollars. By the will of 1896 only 
smal] legacies were bequeathed to rela- 
tives, while the bulk of his fortune was 
left to the institute. 

“About a month after Patrick's 
visit to the Berkshire Apartments, that 
is, In December, 1899, while he and 
Jones were examining Rice's private 
papers, they stumbled upon the will.”’ 

Mr. Train declares that when Patrick 
found this will he saw his opportunity 
and decided to forge a new will. This 
was done June 30, 1900. In the forged

will, he says, Patrick was substituted 
for the Rice institute and he was 
named as one of the executors. Pat- 
rick selected two of his friends, who 
had been employed by him in other 
deals, to witness the forged will. 
Evidence Manufactured. 
To explain the paradox of a man 


whom Rice hated and deanised and did 
not know by sight turning up as the 
prinicipal beneficiary under his will, it 
was necessary to manufacture evidence 
to be used after Rice's death in sup- 
port of his claim of close relations. Ac- 
cording to Mr. Train this was done as 
follows: 


“Patrick caused the valet to prepare 
twenty-five or thirty forged letters ad- 
dressed to him and purporting to come 
from Rice. These referred to current 
business matters and conveyed the im- 
pression that it .as Rice's custom to 
seek the lawyer's advice. One instruct- 
ed Patrick as to the terms of the will 
of 199. Carbon copies were made for 
filing in Rice’s letter book after his 
déath. 


‘To make assurance doubly sure and 
to secure immediate possession of Rice's 
securities, a general assignment to Pat- 
rick of all Rice’s estate was forged, 
and an order giving him access to and 
possession of the securities on deposit 
In Rice's safety vault. 

“Rut Patrick did not stop there.” says 
Train. “He procured from Jones three 
checks signed by Mr. Rice in the reg- 
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ular course of business, one payable 
to Jones for his July salary and the

The salvage steamer Alfred Nobel has 
sailed from London for Delagoa Bay, 
where her crew intends to seek the 
missing treasure. The ship carries 
divers and a set of suction pipes power- 
ful enough to bring up whatever lies on 
the bottom of the sea. 

“Oom Paul’’ Kruger is dead now. The 
secret of the gold’s whereabouts died 
with him, though thousands have tried 
to find it out. When the Boer Republic 
collapsed. the President of the defunct 
little Government fled from Pretoria, 
supposedly taking with him all the 
funds of the republic, which were in 
South African gold. From that day to 
this no one has been able to find eut 
what became of the treasure. 

IS THE GOLD ON LAND OR SEA? 

Was it buried somewhere in the fast- 
nesses of the Transvaal mountains? 
Was it lost at sea? Or did ‘“Oom Paul’’ 
take it with him to Europe and bank it 
there? Nobody knows. 


Nor can anyone guess the amount 
It has been estimated at all the way 
from $1,250,000 to $10,000,000. Probably 
$5,000,000 would be nearest the right sum. 

But no matter what the amount, the 
search for the missing treasure has been 
kept up for six years. More men have 
lost their lives In it than in any other 
hunt for treasure trove of modern or 
ancient times. Four ships have been 
lost with all on board. Not even the

The first to search for it were the 
victorious Britishers. The story that 
the troops heard and conveyed to the 
civil authorities was that several 
millions of bar gold had been hur- 
riedly shipped out of Pretoria and 
buried in the fastnesses of the moun- 
tains.
